operations on the Panama canal was 
caused by the exhaustion of the con- 
gressional appropriation for construct- 
ng the isthmian waterway. Theodore 
P. Shonts, chairman of the Panama 
canal commission, said: "It is, not true 
that there has been any shortage, or 
that our plans for forwarding the work 
of the canal were curtailed for lack of 
money recently when an order was 
issued that the building of terminals, 
of houses for the employes and of a 
better commissary should precede any 
further \\orl< in the actual excavating 
of the canal. The question of funds 
has not interfered with our plans at 
Panama in any way The order issued 
by the commission during its recent 
visit to Panama to cease excavation 
on the canal was due to the fact that 
before the men could dig with steam 
shovels they must have railroads laid 
to carry away the dirt. It was further 
issued because the employes had to 
have a place to live in before they 
could be expected to work, and be- 
cause good commissary was impera- 
tive. Finally, there was a lack of suf- 
ficient terminals, both for the railroad 
and for the ocean shipping."
